ORDER

On November 5, 2018, Water Service Corporation of Kentucky (Water Service
Kentucky) filed its Motion to Reschedule the Evidentiary Hearing and Supplement in this
matter to request the evidentiary hearing scheduled for November 7, 2018, be
rescheduled due to the visitation for and funeral of a supervisor of Water Service
Kentucky’s operations in Clinton, Kentucky. Water Service Kentucky filed a Supplement
in which it agrees that if the hearing is rescheduled to December 19, 2018, it will not
implement its proposed rates subject to refund earlier than February 12, 2019, as
otherwise permitted by KRS 278.190. The Commission finds there is good cause to
reschedule the hearing for December 19, 2018. The Commission finds there is also good
cause for Water Service Kentucky to agree not to implement its proposed rates subject
to refund earlier than February 12, 2019, because it is a time commensurate with the
extension of the rescheduled hearing date. Additionally, the Commission issued an Order
on July 19, 2018, in which Ordering paragraph 1 incorrectly states that the rates set forth
in Water Service Kentucky’s application are suspended for five months from August 6,
2018, up to and including January 7, 2019. Having discovered an error in the

Commission’s July 19, 2018 Order, the Commission, finds that ordering paragraph 1



incorrectly states the date of suspension as January 7, 2019, and it should state January
6, 2019.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:

1. A hearing in this matter shall be held on December 19, 2018, at 9 a.m.
Eastern Standard Time, at the offices of the Public Service Commission at 211 Sower
Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky.

2. Water Service Kentucky shall give notice of the hearing in compliance with
807 KAR 5:001, Section 9(2)(b). In addition, the notice of hearing shall include the
following statement: “This hearing will be streamed live and may be viewed on the PSC
website, psc.ky.gov.” At the time the notice is mailed or publication is requested, Water
Service Kentucky shall forward a duplicate of the notice and request to the Commission.

3. Pursuant to KRS 278.360 and 807 KAR 5:001, Section 9(9), a digital video
transcript shall be made of the hearing.

4. Water Service Kentucky will not implement its rates subject to refund before
February 12, 2019.

5. Ordering paragraph 1 of the Commission’s July 19, 2018 Order is amended
to read:

The proposed rates set forth in Water Service Kentucky’s

application are suspended for five months from August 6,
2018, up to and including January 6, 2019.
